This can b e the result of care­ 
lessness in not watering the flat 
cufflelently to cause the soil to 
form a '.ompact b all ab out the 
roots when the plant* are lifted.

lf you find your seedlings to b e 
in the ab ov e describ ed condition 
the b eet way to keep such plants 
until you can aet them out la to 
fill a pan with a thin mud mix­ 
ture and keep the seedlings In 
this mud until transplanting time. 
• 
When tile plant* are lifted out 
of th* pa n co nta ining the mud 
mixture the wet aoli will adhere 
to their roots, a s Illustrated in the 
accompanying Garden-Graph, and 
protect them against dry ing out. 


When setting out these young 
plants and firming them in place, 
do not choke the stem of each 
plant b y firming too closely to it. 
Press the soil gently b ut firmly 
around each plant so as not to 
leav e any air pockets. Instead of 
packing the soil tightly against 
the stem proper firm the soil an 
Inch or more away from Hie stem 
aa illustrated.

M ud Baths for Victory Vegetables 
By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press AssociatioL 
IF YOU purchase your Victory 
vegetable seedlings, Instead of 
growing them yourself, you may 
find upon getting the plants home 
that most of the soil has dried 
• md fellen away from their roots. 
This can be the result of care­ 
lessness in not watering the flat 
sufficiently to cause the soil to 
form a compact ball about the 
roots when the plants are lifted. 
- 
lf you find your seedlings to be 
in the above described condition 
the best way to keep such plants 
until you can set them out is to 
fill a pan with a thin mud mix­ 
ture and keep the seedlings In 
this mud until transplanting time. 
• When the plants are lifted out 
of the pan containing the mud 
mixture the wet soil will adhere 
to their roots, as illustrated In the 
accompanying G&rden-Gr&ph, and 
protect them against drying out, 


When setting out these young 
plants and firming them in place, 
do not choke the stem of each 
plant by firming too closely to it. 
Tress the soil gently but firmly 
around each plant so as not to 
leave any air pockets. Instead of 
packing the soil tightly against 
the stem proper firm tile soil an 
Inch or more away from the stem 
as illustrated. 
Five things should be remem­ 
bered in transplanting Victory 
vegetable plants: (I) Do not let 
the roots dry out (2) Dig a hole 
large enough to accommodate the 
roots without crowding. (3) Set 
the plant a little deeper in the soil 
than as formerly planted. 
(4) 
Presa the aoli down around the 
root# firmly to prevent air pock­ 
ets. (5) Water the newly trans­ 
planted plants immediately after 
setting them.
